It was found
that the blg 14-inch belt had been cut
nearly In two with a knife, and bolts
from the bed plute of the engine wer.
removed to allow the engine to pull
itaelf from place,

No one was near the belt at the time
It !:roh.. and no one was hurt, though
this was only a pléce of good luck,

The crew that came on in the morn-
Ing did not notice what was done, and
thelr first Intimation of it was when
the big belt broke after making o few
revolutions.

The sheriff has a4 good clew to the
perpetrntors of the act, and thinks he
will arrest them In & day or two,
